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Tokyo Claims 
Allies Suffer 


Burma Reverse

Tokyo claims its troops are wip- 
ing out a large American-British 
airborne force in north-central 
Burma. 

One of the Japanese columns in- 
vading India reported Tuesday it 
was continuing its attacks against 
British defense lines whole in 
north Burma American and Chi- 
nese infantrymen scored new suc- 
cesses. 

In the Southwest Pacific, Allied 
bombers distributed 300 tons of 
bombs over the defenses of Ra- 
baul, New Britain: Kavieng, New 
Treland: Bougainville in the Solo- 
mons, and Wewak and Hansa Bay, 
New Guinea. An enemy cargo ship 
was bombed and left in flames off 
Kaimana on southwestern Dutch 
New Guinea, where Japanese ves- 
esis are seldom seen. 

HOUSE VOTES BILLION 

Looking ahead toward a renew- 
a) of the drive across the Pacific 
to the China coast and Tokyo, the 
house of representatives voted 
more than a billion dollars to de- 
velop “advance bases” for the 
Navy. 

Tokyo radio asserted Japanese 
were “mopping up” remnants of 
three American and British bri- 
gades landed early in March by 
gliders and transports near Katha 
in north-central Burma, 150 miles 
behind Japanese lines. Like other 
airborne Allied units in north Bur- 
ma. they were being supplied by 
planes. Katha is on a spur of the 
railroad from Mandalay, supply 
line for the enemy base at Myit- 
kyina. 

Farther north American and 
Chinese infantrymen fought down 
the Mogaung valley toward the 
railway. The Chinese captured an- 
other village while the Americans 
annihilated suicide squads with 
bayonets and grenades. 

HARD FIGHTING IN INDIA 

Determined attacks were made 
by the northern Japanese column 
invading India in an attempt to 
break through British lines to the 
Imphal-Kohima road. Hard fight- 
ing was reported in this sector 
near Ukhrul, 32 miles northeast of 
Imphal. 

A second expeditionary column, 
southeast of Imphal, appeared to 
be stopped just inside the Indian 
border. Lord Louis Mountbatten 
said efforts to clear the road south 
of Imphal of a third enemy force 
“continue satisfactorily.”

Voters in Oklahoma's second 
congressional district, told by 
Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers that the sole issue was the rec- 
ord of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, returned a Democrat to a 
house vacancy in a special elec- 
tion yesterday. 

Attorney William G. Stigler, the 
Democrat, stepped into an early 
lead and kept well ahead of his 
Republican opponent and fellow 
townsman, E,. O, Clark, as the re- 
turns rolled in from the tradi- 
tionally Democratic district. 

With the count virtually com- 
plete, Stigler held better than a 
2,400-vote margin and the vote in 
the remaining scattered precincts 
was not expected to change the 
picture materially. 


217 DEMOCRAT SEATS 


In 1942, when Clark also was 
the Republican candidate, the 
Democrats edged out a victory by 
only 385 votes. 

The triumph gave the Demo- 
crats 217 seats in the house against 
210 for the Republicans, and 
notched up their third victory in 
ll special congressional elections 
since 1942. 

In winning the three, the Demo- 
crats retained two Democratic 
seats, including the Oklahoma va- 
cancy, and wrested one from the 
Republicans. The Republicans 
picked up three Democratic seats 
and kept five of their own.

Floods have caused more than 
$2,000,000 damages to Georgia 
highways and rising rivers will 
probably close many more roads 
and bridges than the ones now 
barred to traffic, State Highway 
Director Ryburn G. Clay  an- 
hounced. 

The flood waters are expected 
to reach an all-time record at 
some points and the total damage 
to Georgia highways and bridges 
cannot be accurately determined 
until the waters recede, Clay 
said yesterday. 

The major federal-state high- 
way (U.S. 41) running southward 
through the state was temporarily 
closed and Clay fears the Coastal 
highway from Savannah to Jack- 
sonville- may be closed soon. 

Making a desperate effort to 
keep the roads passable, Clay said 
every division of the State High- 
way Department has been brought 
into operation in the flood sections 
and many county organizations 
have been employed to help re- 
build or repair the flood damage. 


CLAY WARNS PUBLIC 


“Many of the important or 
heavily traveled roads have been 
completely washed away or made 
impassable by washouts,” Clay 
continued. “‘The complete estimate 
of damage cannot be determined 
until the streams have reached to 
their normal condition and the 
flood waters have reached their 
destination in the gulf or coastal 
regions. Extreme care should be 
exercised by the traveling public, 
since the shoulders of roads have 
been washed badly along the pav- 
ing edges, adding to the dangers.” 

Clay made his report of the 
flood damage yesterday to Gover- 
nor Arnall and informed the Gov- 
ernor the department would need 
additional money to repair the

BECOMES FARMER 

Georgia born, at LaGrange, 
Cason Callaway long has been 
prominent in the affairs of the 
state in a manner which has won 
for him the respect and affection 
of all Georgia. 

After serving as president and 
chairman of the board of directors 
of Callaway Mills from 1920 to 
1928, during which time he served 
also as president of the American 
and Georgia cotton manufacturers’ 
associations, he retired to devote 
himself to farming. 

As president of the American 
association he had inaugurated its 
important function of seeking new 
uses for cotton and had visited 
Japan on one of its important 
missions dealing with internation- 
al cotton trade. 

MAKES EXPERIMENTS 

He long has demonstrated his 
devotion to Georgia and the south 
by serving the state and his region 
in many fields unrelated to busi- 
ness. He has been a member of 
the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia and is a 
director of the Nutrition Founda- 
tion, Inc. 

Buying a large acreage of medio- 
cre land in Harris county in 1938, 
he began to experiment on soil 
conservation and in the field of 
additional cash crops and better 
farming practices. His farm has 
been open to all county and state 
farm agencies who might wish to 
observe his experiments, practices 
and results. 

His experiments, many sensa- 
tionally successful, in the develop- 
ment of native berries, grapes, 
wild strain Mallard ducks and in 
the growing of and dehydrating 
of perennial and annual legumes, 
have won for him national atten- 
tion and recognition.

night. 

In Rumania other Soviet forces 
had crossed the Prut river and 
were assaulting the key rail city 
of Iasi, the Berlin radio said, but 
Moscow did not confirm this re 
port. If true, it would be the first 
Soviet invasion of Axis territory. 

Premier Marshal Stalin an- 
nounced the fall of Nikolaev, and 
a broadcast bulletin later told of 
the crossing of the Bug and the 
capture of Domanevka, 77 miles 
north of Odessa, as the Russians 


hurled back the Germans toward 


the Black sea. and slashed their 
escape routes into Rumania far to 
the west. 

NEAR CZECH BORDER 

' In the southeastern part of old 
Poland the Russians drove to with- 
in 40 miles of Czechoslovakia with 
the capture of Gvozdets, a district 
center of the Stanislav region only 
11 miles northeast of Kolomea on 
the Czernowitz-Lwow railway. 
That represented a 10-mile ad- 
vance from Gorodenka, captured 
Monday. 

Gvozdets is 40 miles northwest 
of Czernowitz, Bucovina capital 
in whose outskirts the Russians 
were reported fighting, and the 
Soviet troops were smashing to- 
ward the Tatar Pass leading over 
the Carpathian mountains into 
Czechoslovakia. 

Northeast of Czernowitz the con- 
verging Russians were only 15 
miles from closing a sack on large 
enemy forces caught near Kam- 
enets-Podolsk just above the mid- 
dle Dniester river. Linkovtsy, 15 
miles southeast of Kamenets-Po- 
dolsk on the southern side of the 
river, fell to the Russians, said the 
bulletin recorded by the Soviet 
monifor. 

NEW BUG CROSSING 

In the new crossing of the Bug 
river from 10 to 15 miles north- 
west of Voznesesnk the Stalin- 
grad veterans of G ‘al Rodion 
Y. Malinovsky’s third Ukraine 
army, which also took Nikolaev, 
joined up with other units moving 
southward on Odessa along a 100- 
mile front extending from the 
lower Bug in the east to the 
Dniester river in the west. 

The Germans still hold 9,000 
square miles of lower Russia in 
this area above Odessa, but there 
are few natural barriers now con- 
fronting the Russians. On the west 
near the Dniester the Russians 
captured Slobodka, a junction on 
the Pervomaisk-Byeltsi line lead- 
ing into Rumania, and the Odessa- 
Lwow railway, and moved on to 
take Voronkov, 113 miles north- 
west of Odessa. 

German military. commentators 
in broadcasts stressed the numeri-

You can see the enemy fighters flash in and past. 


There are some things which beggar words. And this is one of 
them. The movies have done it. 


It is a four-reel movie, called “The Memphis Belle,” after a Fly- 
ing Fortress which recently completed 25 missions in England. 


The War Department filmed it. Through the movies’ fine organ- 
ization, the War Activities Committee, Paramount is handling the 
picture without profit. 

It will open April 14 at theaters to be announced. 


I say with all sincerity to put this one down as a must. 
THE BIG LEAGUES I fell in love with the Forts last sum- 
mer in England. I flew on some prac- 


tice raids. I ate, slept and talked with the crews at some of our 
bases. I stood choked and wet of eyes on several mornings as I 
watched them form high in the sky and turn toward Germany. 
I wondered about this picture. It’s sound. 


This picture tells the story, the real story. 


This is no “story” with love interest and a plot. Yet it has 
weno suspense and more plot than any man-invented picture might 
ave. 


The flying over there is called “The Big Leagues” because of 
the tremendous numbers and because, too, the Germans kept their 
best fighter planes and pilots to oppose our raids. There were the 
skies where rockets were fired fram fighters; where air mines 
hung in the sky; where all the devilish, inhuman inventions of war 
were flung up to stop our planes. 


This picture gets the story. 


You see the peaceful English countryside. 
a few feet and there are the ships. 


You see the bombs loaded. You see them waddle up to the 
take-off. You see them go with gathering speed ‘to lift off near 
the end of the strip and climb slowly into the sky. You hear that 
unforgettable change in the sound of the plane as it lifts and the 
steady whine of air changes to a quick staccato, waspish whir. 

It’s all there—the steady drone as the landscape flows beneath 
them, the coast, the sea and, at last, the first black burst of flak— 
the first fighter—the first bombs. 


It’s a picture. 


THE PICTURE 


Every scene of it was made under actual combat conditions. 
Actually, of course, it is a composite picture. Much of it is the 
“Memphis Belle” but the picture makes of it just one crew in one 
plane in one squadron of one group in one wing of one air force. 

William Wyler, the famous Hollywood director who did, among 
other things, “Mrs. Miniver” and “Wuthering Heights,” went on 
the missions in his capacity as an officer in the Air Corps. Holly- 
wood trained photographers went with him. Their cameras had 
to be encased in heated wrappings at some of the bombing heights. 

The footage was made almost entirely with hand-operated 
16-mm. cameras on Kodachrome stock. It was processed on techni- 
color when enlarged on regulation 35-mm. stock for theatrical 
exhibition. 

Colonel Wyler and his crews made 13 flights over enemy 
territory to get the film. They were in hot spots over Brest, St. 
Nazaire, Bremen, Kiel, and other “hot” targets. Colonel Wyler was 
in the Memphis Belle when she completed her 25th mission. On 
one mission one of the officers working on the picture, Lieutenant 
Harold Tannenbaum, was lost on a Fort which was shot down 
over Brest. 

They got 16,000 feet of film. 

It has been cut and edited to 4,000 feet of the finest documentary 
film of the war. 

It makes Colonel Wyler’s ‘Mrs. Miniver” look like a “B” picture. 


It really is a “must.”

NEW ORLEANS.—There’s no 
exact parallel to the present story 
or the present status of Andrew J. 
Higgins, the beach assault boat 
builder, and, unless something 
happens to wreck his fast-forming 
empire, he may emerge with the 
peace as our next great industrial, 
ist. | 

Most mighty war plans, built 
with taxpayers’ mopey, will close 
or wither to the minimum with 
the peace, and probably go under 
the hammer toward some entirely 
different future. The major part 
of Higgins Industries, Inc., won't, 
because the man has financed 
them without government aid and, 
therefore, will own them when it 
is over. 

Higgins Industries, Inc., is di- 
vided roughly into three main di- 
visions, all having to do with 
transportation. These are boat, 
aviation, and super-transport 
planes. The first two are his own, 
He is tackling the third one at 
the request of the government, 
and the government can close him 
out or move him out of that one. 


Good Advisers 


On the super-transport business, 
he has really taken over the deal 
the government originally made 
with Henry Kaiser. After Kaiser 
and Howard Hughes had experi- 
mented with the biggest plane 
ever built, the authorities check- 
ed both the Kaiser and the Hig- 
gins experimental organizations 
over and awarded Kaiser three 
planes, Higgins 1,200. The rea- 
son seemed to be because Kaiser 
was teamed only with Howard 
Hughes, an aviation hobbyist, 
whereas Higgins, for his own avi- 
ation plans, had built up a strong 
organization of real experts, in- 
cluding Guiseppe Bellanca, him- 
self; Eana Bossi, the brilliant Ital- 
ian expert on helicopters; Colonel 
John H. Jouett, West Pointer, or- 
ganizer of the Chinese air force 
and president of the U. S. Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce, 
and others.

Easter is not so far off. The annual festival 
to celebrate the spiritual and material symbolism 
that assures us life is eternal. 

Even before the days of Christ there was an 
Easter. It was a great spring festival of the ancient pagans, named 
for the Saxon goddess, Eostre. 

In those ancient times there were many rites and symbols, some 
of which survive in special Easter customs we still observe. 

For instance, the custom of holding services at early dawn on 
Easter. Do you know why we do that? 

Well, the ancients believed that, on Easter morning, the sun, 
together with all creation, rejoiced that life, as symbolized in the 
new, young growing things of spring, had been resurrected. And 
the sun evidenced its happiness by, on this one day of the year, 
dancing in the sky. 

So, the people gathered while the night was still dark and trav- 
eled by long processions up to the hilltops from where they could 
glimpse the rising of the Easter sun and, when dawn first broke, 
they danced in welcome of the dancing sun. 


THE EASTER EGG Our custom of dyeing eggs in gay colors 


for Easter is believed, by many, to have 
originated in Persia, that ancient land which had such a genius 
of color, as evidenced in the rugs its people made. 

The ancients regarded the egg as the symbol of the universe and 
the token of immortality, in that it was the means of perpetuation 
of life from generation to generation. 

Long ago, before greeting cards originated, people used to give 
each other colored eggs at Easter with appropriate greetings painted 
upon them. When Christianity took to itself the Easter festival, 
the people decorated eggs to give their friends and lettered some 
suitable sentiment, usually a Bible text, on the eggs. It was a com- 
mon practice to conceal the the egg somewhere near the door of the 
friend for whom it was intended and from this came the practice 
of “Easter egg hunts,” which our own children enjoy so much today. 


AND THE EASTER RABBIT Once upon a time other crea- 


tures than the rabbit were con- 
sidered symbolic of Easter. 

For instance, seeking a living symbol of renewed life, the 
ancients once chose that bird of Egyptian mythology, the Phenix. 
The bird which is supposed to die in the purifying flames once 
each century and be born anew from its own ashes. 

Then there were some who chose the lion as the Easter symbol. 
This because it was once believed all lion cubs were born dead 
and only came to life after their sire had watched and howled 
over them for three days. 

But the rabbit is the sole survivor of this Easter symbol from 
the animal kingdom. 

Why? Because the rabbit has a double significance, the symbol 
both of fertility and of innocence. 


YOUR NEW CLOTHES Not many of them may know it, but 


participants in the Easter fashion 
parades along Fifth avenue, Peachtree street and the other famous 
thoroughfares of the world’s cities, are performing what is, basi- 
cally, a religious rite. 

New clothes were worn at Easter, originally, as outward sign 
of the inner rebirth of the spirit. 

It is all, you see, fundamentally a recognition of the annual 
miracle of rebirth, the spring. The spring which is the annual 
evidence of life’s immortality. 

The pagans of old knew that truth. And it was but fitting that 
Christianity, with Jesus’ death and resurrection, should take Easter 
unto itself. For isn’t the Christian Easter story itself the evidence 
of the all-conquering truth that the spirit itself is immortal? 

And so we find Easter today a deeply significant religious ob- 
servance, but with many of its customs inherited from pagan times. 
And we feel no reluctance to give due credit to those old pagans, 
because the idea which was back of their Eostre celebration was 
itself beautiful and a recognition of the never-failing rebirth of life, 
after the winter period of death is over. 

We may not dance with the dancing sun, but our hearts find 
new joy as we welcome the annual observance of the rebirth of 
all things true and innocent and beautiful, both of this earth and 
of the world of the spirit.

Dies Off Base 
In Winchell Feud 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—When two such 

smear artists as Walter Winchell and Martin 

Dies begin taking odoriferous flings at each 

iy other in public, prudence dictates that more 

cautious souls stand at a safe distance on the sidelines for fear of 
being contantinated. 

To intervene is to invite the same disaster that would be en- 
countered by an agent of the ASPCA in trying to stop a tail 
wagging contest by two irate polecats. 

Even at the risk of being besmirched, however, the temptation 
is too great to pass up an opportunity to dwell on some of the high 
points raised by Representative Dies in his Sunday night attack on 
the gossip columnist. 

In the first pldce, it must have impressed those who heard the 
Dies Sunday night broadcast that the Texas congressman was guilty 
of the height of effrontery in demanding of Winchell’s sponsors 


‘(the Jergens Company) the right to follow him on the air in reply 


to some of the smear barbs the columnist has hurled at congress. 

After all of the people Dies has smeared behind a cloak of con- 
gressional immunity, it was just about as appropriate for him to 
demand radio time to answer Winchell as it would be for Winchell 
to damand access to the floor of the house for replying to some 
of the things said there by Dies. 


ITS It is to be noted in this connection, also, that 
LIBEL SU Dies has not always even named the right man 
in-some of fhe charges he has preferred through the operations of 
his committee to investigate un-American activities. Several in- 
stances are of record where he named an utterly innocent man. 


As a result of his sloppy methods, he had been plastered with 
libel suits, and on at least one occasion it was necessary for him 
to go before congress with a request for funds to reimburse him 
for money spent in defending himself against such libel actions. 

Dies’ chief complaint against Winchell was that the columnist 
had sought to undermine the confidence of the country in congress 
by referring to it disparagingly in his broadcasts and writings. One 
Winchell phrase he quoted had to do with the “cheap and vulgar 
politicians in congress.” Another was that “congress dricludes some 
of the sorriest stumblebums in the nation.” ' 

It also got under Dies’ skin that Winchell has formed the habit 
of referring to the lower house recently as “the house of repre 
hensibles,” and the “house of misrepresentatives.” 

With his customary phobia of looking for Communists under his 
bed before gaing to sleep every night, the Texas congressman sees 
in all of this a plot to discredit congress. Winchell, he says, is only 
the transmission belt for the dissemination of this kind of prop- 
aganda. Behind it is an organized plot, or as Dies would have us 
believe: : 

“ .. There is in this country a carefully organized and inte- 
grated and dangerously intelligent and aggressive movement to 
undermine the authority and destroy the prestige of congress in 
the interest of setting up an all-powerful central executive. This 
program of vilification is part of that.” 

What Dies was warning against, of course, was a dictatorship, 
but he didn’t have quite the audacity for reaching into the moth- 
balls and bringing out that old shop-worn issue, first trotted out 
by the Roosevelt haters in the 1936 campaign eight years ago. 

To impute a plot of the kind is too ridiculous for words. It is 
on a par with some of his other tirades about the Communists 
being in control of the government. 


WINCHELL NOT ALL RIGHT Given too broad an appli- 


cation, Winchell’s pungent 
barbs against congress are out of place, of course. There are good 
men in congress along with the bad. Both the senate and the house 
include some of the ablest leaders in the country. But, just as he 
said, both houses also include some of the sorriest stumblebums in 
the nation. 

Dies himself is neither the best nor the worst. He might be 
rated somewhere below just middling. The man has plenty of 
energy and a certain capacity for good works. But his efforts, for 
the most part, seem misdirected. Any man who continually in- 
sults one of our leading Allies in the war—Russia—must be off in 
some direction. 

Winchell obviously has not intended that his aspersions against 
congress apply to the body as a whole. Viewed in that light, he 
has not been as caustic as he might. 

In referring to the lower chamber as the “house of reprehen- 
sibles,” he was undoubtedly thinking of such sorry performances 
as the action of the body in coming within one vote of repealing 
the Selective Service Act less than six months before Pear! Harbor, 
or the fraud perpetrated on the country in the soldier vote bill 
recently passed. Numerous other instances could be cited. 

To put the situation in reverse for better perspective, if the 
President had vetoed a Selective Service Act that close to Pearl 
Harbor, had flirted with inflation as congress has done, and finally 
had rejected a bill intended to give our servicemen a real oppor- 
tunity to vote in the coming elections, he would have been im- 
peached by congress—and, it might be added, should have been.

NEW YORK, March 28.—(INS) 
The Washington Senators, a freak 
show without sawdust, should de- 
throne the New York Yankees 
and win the American League 
pennant this year. 

The Senators have been 
strengthened by the loss of Bobo 
Newsom, who will start the season 
for Philadelphia. Atop that boon, 
the Senators had few if any 
brushes with selective -service 
during the off-season. The New 
York Yankees, on the other hand, 
were raked and riddled by Gen- 
eral Hershey's operhktives. So, to 
a lesser degree, were other con- 
tenders for 1944’s pennant. 

If Jack Doyle were alive today, 
and deigned to issue his tradition- 
al preseason odds after looking 
over the twin junk yards known 
as the big leagues, he’d probably 
put Washington on top for several 
reasons. Ossie Bluege’s club is 
just about the same gang which 
finished second to the Yankees 
(and 13 games behind them) last 
season. 

YANK LOSSES TERRIFIC 

Since then, the Yankee losses 
have been horrific. Bill Dickey, 
Joe Gordon, Charlie Keller, Ma- 
rius Russo, Spud Chandler, Bill 
Johnson, Roy Weatherly, Ken 
Sears, Johnny Murphy and per- 
haps Ernie Bonham—to name 
some late, lamented Yankees— 
certainly won more than 13 games 
last season. As a matter of fact, 
Chandler and Bonham won 35 
games on the mound, and lost only 
12. We'd say Dickey alone was 
responsible for the 13 games 
which separated the Yanks and 
Senators at the end of the sea- 
son. 

No team has ever been hit as 
hard by outside influences as the 
Yanks. The only parallel, an un- 
fair one, is the case of the White 
Sox of a quarter of a century ago 
-—the team which lost Joe Jack- 
son, Buck Weaver, Eddie Cicotte, 
Happy Felsh, Chick Gandil and 
other aces, for reasons not to be 
mentioned in the same paragraph 
with the patriotic cause of the 
Yankees’ collapse. And the end of 
Yankee inductions is not in sight. 
Nick Etten, the club’s first base- 
man, is 1-A. Rollie Hemsley, the 
once-mighty team’s only pretense 
at a big league catcher, is ap- 
parently reluctant to leave his 
farm. 

If McCarthy can get the rem- 
nants of his world champions in 
the first division this coming sea- 
son he'll be a miracle man. 
Studded with 4-F’s, draft-proof 
Cubans, Mexicans and Venezue- 
lans and exrerienced, if slightly 
fossilized, veterans, Washington 
promises to produce a_ steady 
stream of modestly good baseball 
all season. The motley congrega- 
tion from the capital made a good 
fight of it, against the powerful 
1943 Yankees, until about three- 
quarters of that season had pass- 
ed. It will have nothing approxi- 
mating the-1943 Yankees to worry 
about in 1944. 

Washington has the best pitch- 
ing left in the American league— 
Early Wynn, who won 18 last 
season, Dutch Leonard (11 wins 
and 13 losses), Milo Candini (11- 
7), Mickey Haefner (11-5), Ale- 
jandro Carrasquel (11-7), Johnny 
Niggeling, who won four out of 
six for Washington after report- 
ing from St. Louis, and a couple 
of fair looking rookies.

Eliminated; To 
Allow 5 Fouls 


NEW YORK, March 28.—(4)— 
The National Basketball Commit- 
tee, making the first important 
changes in basketball rules in two 
years, today moved to eliminate 
“goal tenders” by sharply restrict- 
ing their activities. 

Requested by the college coaches 
to make some move to curb exces- 
sively tall players, who have been 
used in recent seasons to bat shots 
away from the baskets, the com- 
mittee complied by forbidding de- 
fensive players from touching the 
ball on its downward flight on a 
shot for the goal. The penalty is 
the award of a field goal, the only 
exception being when the ball 
obviously is falling short of the 
basket. ~~ | | 

Three other rule changes made 
during a two-day session were: 


(1) Raising from four to five 
the number of personal fouls a 
player may commit before being 
disqualified from the game, 


(2) Permitting players to re- 
enter the game and unlimited 
number of times instead of be- 
ing restricted to two re-entries 
after once leaving the court, 


(3) Granting the officials au- 
thority to suspend play imme- 
diately in the case of an injury 
to a player. Under present rules 
officials cannot stop play for an 
injury unless the injured play- 
er’s team is in possession of the 
ball or until the play in progress 
at the time of the injury has 
been completed. 


The committee, headed by James 
W. St. Clair, of Southern Method- 
ist University and including rep- 
resentatives of the National Col- 
legiate A. A., the National Federa- 
tion of State High School Athletic 
Associations, the Y. M. C. A. and 
two Canadian groups, considered 
several other proposed solutions of 
the goal-tending problem. 


Oswald Tower, long-time mem- 
ber of the rules committee and 
editor of the Basketball Guide, ex- 
plained that these suggestions were 
discarded “because we hoped to 
make the rule so strict that no one 
would want to try goal tending.” 


A rule in effect for some time 
has prohibited players from touch- 
ing any part of the basket or from 
reaching into an imaginary cylin- 
der above the basket ring to de- 
flect the ball. The new rule, Tower 
said, extends this prohibition while 
it does not affect the right of a 
defensive player to jump and de- 
flect a shot as it leaves the shoot- 
er’s hands.

His selection was softball, where, as he says—“with proper facili- 


ties there would be over 30,000,000 softball players.” 


I doubt this very much, know- 
ing also how many people play 
softball. Bowling can claim close 
to 20,000,000. But when you dig 
underneath the surface there are 
just four major sports that from 
the reading and the general inter- 
est angle have the greatest appeal. 

These four are football, base- 
ball, boxing and racing. 

From the writing and the read- 
ing angle, above the playing angle, 
these are the four tops. 

Hockey, a fast moving game, is 
only known to a small section of 
the country with no national fol- 
lowing.

The two basic reading and writ- 
ing games of the country are base- 
ball and football—or football and 
baseball. And ju back of these 
we find boxing and racing.

In the last few months it has

They are writ- 
ing games and reading games 
and on the reading side they ap- 
peal to many more millions than 
all other sports lumped te- 
gether. 


They have an appeal for the 
kids, the veterans, the men and 
the women, 

They have such names to give 
as Ruth, Cobb, Johnson, Mathew- 
son, Dickey, Alexander, Thorpe,

Rabies Control 
Urged in State 


Alarmed over the increase in 
rabies in Georgia, the State De- 
partment of Public Health said it 
is probable another attempt will 
be made in the 1945 legislature 
to have a state-wide rabies control 
law enacted. 

“Rabies among animals, espe- | 
cially dogs, foxes and cats, is wide- 
ly distributed throughout Georgia, 
and there is definite evidence that 
the disease is increasing,” accord- 
ing to Georgia’s Health, publica- 
tion of the health department. 

In advocating a state-wide rabies 
control law for Georgia, the de- 
partment cited Alabama’s exam- 
ple. Alabama has only 20 per cent 
of the cases it had before enact- 
ing such a law. 

Previous efforts to enact a state- 
wide rabies law in Georgia have 
failed.
